the Dixie, reported she expected to reach the stranded liner 
shortly after the weather cleared. 
Huddled in the wet dawn of a grey morning, 400 souls 
aboard the Morgan liner Dixie today prayed for deliverance as 
the vessel shattered itself on the treacherous shoals off Carys­ 
fort Reef, about 30 miles south of here. 
Smashed and battered by the worst hurricane that had 
struck the Florida coast since the disastrous storm of 1027 the 
Dixie went aground on the reef early today on its run north 
from New Orleans. 
I empestuous wind and weather thrust the Dixie, flagship 
of the Morgan Line, and its newest craft, an oil burner of 4,0 18 
tons, on the Florida shoals without warning. 
W ind and weather, for a time, swept from the safe world I 
ashore word of her plight. Radio communication was sketchy. 
Ashore, telephone and telegraph lines failed under the blasts 
qf smashing gales sweeping up I rom the Caribbean. 
Then, faint and stuttering, the wireless key stammered 
out word of her distress. 
The Coast G uard station here picked up the first faint call 
for aid. Shortly after midnight, the master of the Dixie, C ap­ 
tain G. E. Sundstrom, veteran of the southern run and experi­ 
enced in many a tropical storm, flashed out word of his liner s 
precarious condition. 
Have 230 passengers and crew of 140 
aboard,” his message read, “being pounded heavily but not 
taking much water at present. Seas and winds very heavy ” 
Coast G uard and other Caribbean liners plowing the 
mountainous seas, swung into instantaneous action. 
I he 
Keeper, some 30 miles southwest, turned and headed for the 
distressed liner. W atertow n, a Cities Service tanker, 90 miles 
away, also pulled oil her course. 
Shortly after 4.30 a. rn., another message came from the 
stricken steamer: “W e are pounding heavily and taking much 
water. Seas and winds heavy. W e have 400 aboard and need 
immediate assistance.

TIDES AT BRISTOL 


HARRISBURG, Sept. 3 -"The new 
federal potato control aet will drive 
tin* potato from the tables 
of 
poor 
people and ruin the great potato grow ­ 
ing industry of Pennsylvania.” 
That, in effect, is a summary of the 
opinions obtained by this writer from 
a haif-dozi n ot the leading agricul­ 
turalists of the State, 


“When our farmers barn the full 
import of this act it will require only 
tin suggestion of some firebrand to in­ 
duce them to openly rebel against it 
and to refuse to lie governed by it,’’ 
said another. 
That tlii.* assertion Is not overdrawn 
is indicated by what bas already hap­ 
pened in New Jersey, where farmers 
have flatly dei hired in formally adopt­ 
ed resolutions teat they will not obey 
the potato law. 
In Bucks County there were 551,040 
bushels in potatoes grown in 1931 and 
tin* 
figures 
for 
1933 
show 
415,000 
bushels. 
This statute is the most far-reaching 
Invasion of the rights of the individual 
yet attempted by the Roosevelt Admin­ 
istration. 
It is i veil more drastic than Prohi­ 
bition, for it provides that iKith the 
seller and buyer of “Imotleg potatoes” 
may he heavily fined and sent to jail. 
It limits any grow er to 
only 
five 
bushels a year 
not enough to provide 
Tijr the needs oi one family 
without 
first getting a federal license. 
It provides that all potatoes grown 
in excess of the quota given to the 
f a n n e r by the government agent can 
bi sold only aft* r the grower has paid 
the 
g o v ern m en t 
forty five 
cents 
a 
bushel in taxes. 
It provides that all potatoes must 
be sold in government approved pack­ 
ager. with s ta m p s attached, 
It is intend*-*! to sharply increase 
til,, pne, of potatoes to the consumer. 
The Stale Grange, spokesman for 
• hon sa lids of fa rmers , says In a p r e ­ 
liminary st atem en t lo lls mem be rs: 
“This act has disturbed everv potato 
cro w er who lins learned of its pas­ 
sage.” and fu r th er; “ If a householder 
plans to arow ti vt bushels of potatoes 
and iiy good luck harvests ten, he c a n ­ 
not sell iii-, little surplus unless he ob- 
; a ins a license from the government, 
One in te rp re tatio n of tile aet. is that 
this m a n may he fined and sent to 
prison even though fie does not sell 
i in* potato! s.” 
It is extremely (liftii ult to regulate 
potato crops, whit Ii di p' mi very hit ge 
U upon favorable weather conditions 
for large yields.
